Contracts negotiated with 
companies upon expiration of 
old agreements provide that 
management shall pay $1 or $2 
a month into the fund for, 
each union member in its em- 
ploy.

An American 
private receives $78 a month 
to start and soon may be earn- 
ing $85.50. A Koreau soldier 
gets 15 to 30 cents a month.

|Gen. Douglas MacArthur, for- 
'mer Far East commander, au- 
| thorized it in the Korean war. 
However, féw of the Koreans 
then were integrited in the 
same units as Americans.

Students and faculty com- 
pared judgments about spe- 
cific drugs. In conclusion, each 
student filled out an unsigned 
questionnaire showing his at- 
titude toward the problem of 
drug evaluation, 

The students believed the 
fruzg manufacturer had tried 
to exaggerate the value of his 
product at least half of the 
time. and 74 per cent of the 
riass thought the exaggeration 
occurred 80 to 100 per cent ol 
the time. When it came to min- 
imizing undesirable qualities of 
products, 70 per cent of the 
siudents believed the manu- 
facturer did this 80 to 100 per 
cent of the time. 

Some Firms Co-operative. 

Reluctance of many* drug 
houses to give information on 
toxicity of their products—the 
hazardous side effects—made a 
sirong impression. On_ the 
pther hand, it was noted that 
some firms were co-operative 
and frank. 

“It would be unfair to inter-— 
pret our studies as being a 
blanket indictment,” Dr. Garb 
warned. “The students found 
several firms they considered 
comparatively good in their | 
advertising. The companies 
that showed up well proved to 
be the ones most interested in 
improving their own methods | 
as well as industry practices. | 

The class was critical of ad-

The primary problem is one 
of medical education, Dr. Garb 
told the Post-Dispatch. He be- 
lieves drug manufacturers 
would never have gone to such 
extremes in misleading adver- 
tising had doctors been prop- 
erly educated as to means of 
selecting new drugs. 

“Three ways of dealing with 
the bad situation today occur 
to me.” he said. ‘‘One involves 
voluntary co-operation and re- 
straint by drug manufacturers. 
I wouldn't care to depend on 
that. Another is stronger Gov- 
ernment regulation. Nobody is 
eager for this, but it remains a 
potential club. 

“The third course is better 
education of physicians. This | 
I consider the only real solu-| 
tion, even if it is a long-range | 
one. Just as soon as doctors 
refuse to be unduly influenced 
by advertisements and the man-! 
ufacturers become aware Oi) 
this, the abuses will stop. 

Useful Data Welcome. — 

“Nobody? objects to getting | 
useful information from a drug | 
manufacturer. Letters are wel- 
come. But I object to the 
blatant, jazzedtup ad with a lot 
of fancy art work that talks | 
down to the physician. 

“I object to the unnecessary 
volume of advertising. In one 
issue of a medical journal the 
same. identical ad was carried | 
15 times. and the ad contained 
no information other than the | 
name of the product, its dosage 
and a slogan. They repeat 
slogans ad nauseam. 

“I object to any attempt to 
gloss over undesirable side ef- 
fects. Efforts to exaggerate 
therapeutic effectiveness like-— 
wise are objectionable. 

“I don’t like attempts to in- | 
fluence a doctor’s judgment as | 
to what is best for his patient | 
by giving the physician small | 
gifts. This is called ‘remem-| 
brance advertising.’ They send | 
vou a beautiful road map; it | 
has nothing to do with medi- 
cine.

(In Washington, United States 
officials said a training pro- 
gram for the Indonesian navy 
and air force is included in the 
agreement. They said the two 
governments agreed the arms 
will not be used for any pur- 
pose other than maintaining 
security and national self-de- 
fertse.)

Djuanda said the United 
States did not ask for specific 
guarantees that the. arms would 
not be used for an attack on 
West Irian. Indonesia has 
claimed West Irian ‘(Dutch New 
Guinea). 

Asked about the possibility 
of a protest by the Netherlands 
against the sale, Djuanda re- 
plied: “They are free to do so 
—they have done so often.” 

He expressed hope that the 
United States ‘gesture’ would 
influence Australia’s attitude 
toward Indonesia. He noted 
that foreign secretary Suban- 
drio-was leaving for Australia 
for talks aimed at improving 
relations.

HAVANA, Feb. 9 (UPI)—The 
revolutionary government has 
denounced eight military refu- 
gees as common criminals in 
an effort to block their escape 
from Cuba by the device of 
“diplomatic asylum.” 


Army commandant Maj. 
Camilo Cienfuegos said two 
brigadier generals, a captain, 


three corporals and two pri- 
vates now sheltered in various 


Latin American embassies here | 


are guilty of such offenses as 
desertion, conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer or embezzlement. 

Cienfuegos urged the gov- 
ernment to seek their expulsion 
from the embassies so they can 
be dealt with by “revolution- 
ary justice.” 

The ambassadors, already at 
odds with the government for 
its infringements on the tra- 
ditional Latin American right 
fo diplomatic asylum, are ex- 
pected to insist on the refu- 
gees’ right to leave the country 
under safe conduct. 

At Odds With Precedent. 

Traditionally, the right of 
asylum is extended only to po- 
litical offenders rather than 
common criminals. Under the 
rules, however, criminal 
charges are not considered un- 
less they are filed before the 
refugee reaches the embassy. 
must be 
thrashed out between the 
courts of the countries con- 
cerned after the refugee has 
his safe conduct and has left 
the country.

His Imperial Majesty Haile 
Selassie I, still wields absolute 
power. He still feeds his pet 
lion with his own hand every 
day. When he walks or motors 
through the streets of Addis 
Ababa, it is still a penitentiary 
offense not to bow to him. 

The United States still clings 
to the Emperor as one of the 
chief pivots of its African pol- 
icy, but increasingly Ethiopia 
is an anachronism in Africa— 
and increasingly the Ethiopians 
know it. 

This feeling began in ear- 
nest in April of last year when | 
delegates from Ethiopia attend- 
ed the conference of independ- | 
ent states in Accra, Ghana. | 
What was all that talk about | 
freedom and democracy? 
Young educated Ethiopians 
suddenly began to realize that 
they enjoyed neither. 

They became aware of the 
fact that most of their people 
had no shoes, that fewer than 
10 per cent of the children of 
school age were in school, that 
intestinal parasites and other 
diseases even more _ horrible 
were rampant in all Ethiopia, 
and that, in fact, Ethiopia was 
one of the most backward areas 
of the most backward continent 
in the world. They began to 
understand why the Emperor 
had some of the slums of Addis 
Ababa covered with corrugated 
tron when Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon visited this city 
in 1957. 

Hidden from Nixon’s view 
were some of the worst hovels 
in the world, some of them 
places of prostitution paying 
rent and tribute to the Em- 
porer. 

The security police, which 
sends spies among the Ethio- 
pians to report any criticism 
of the Emperor, suddenly 
seemed more oppressive to the 
people in the light of the fine | 
sentiments of the Accra con-,| 
ference. Last December, when 
delegates from all over Africa | 
and from other places in the 
world as well gathered in 
Addis Ababa for the meeting 
of the United Nations Economic 


Commission for Africa, the 
welling but still suppressed 
feelings of discontent  in- 
creased. 


Emperor's Strange Course. 


Loyalty to the Emperor still , 


is a mighty force in Ethiopia 
—but in a strange way the 
Emperor himself seems almost 
deliberately 
the feeling of discontent that 
exists alongside it. In ef- 


forts to “‘modernize” Ethiopia, | 


he has created a sham parlia- | 
ment which only serves to em- | 
phasize the police state abso-| 
lutism of the country. He also 
has instituted a system of pro- 
vincial governors replacing the 
traditional tribal chiefs. This 
serves further to break up the 
old feudal] designs. 

The Emperor has even begun 
a modest educational program 


to be adding to | 


| 


It is a force changing the feudal patterns and 


who throng the market place 


sizable technical assistance pro- 
gram in Ethiopia and an Amer- 
ican brigadier genera] has just 
been named to head our even 
larger program of military aid. 
Meanwhile, Russians have not 
been idle. They have an active 
propaganda program running 
full steam in Addis Ababa. Com- 
munist books are sold very 
cheaply. In downtown Addis 
Ababa now there is a Russian 
exhibit complete with photo- 
graphs of the Sputniks. 


But the Russians by no 
means stop there. Among the 
discontented intellectuals of 
Addis Ababa the ideas of 


Marx and Lenin are being 


spread with noticeable effect. | 


There is no organized Commu- 
nist party—all political parties 
are barred, as are all labor | 
unions—but the groundwork is 
being laid. Conversations with 
young Ethiopians frequently 
lead up Marxian alleys. 

Just to work every angle, 
however, the Russians also run 
a hospital in Addis Ababa 
which provides low cost medi- 
cine, have tried but not vet 
succeeded in getting Russian 
teachers in the University Col- 
lege of Addis Ababa, and have 
invited a group of Ethiopian 
Coptic priests to visit the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church leaders 
in Moscow. As of today their 
acceptance seems assured. 

At the Emperor's personal in- 
sistence, a group of Ethiopian 
students recently attended a 
conference in Moscow. 

Threat of Gamal Nasser. 

Finally the perhaps strained

For a Greater St. Louis 


Reader Henry F. Chadeayne 
cast a hearty vote for the pro- 
posed city-county merger. I wish 
to follow his good example. 

Families are rapidly leaving the 
city to live in the county. Con- 
sequently they losé their vote in 
the city government, although 
they maintain their businesses 
within the city: use Forest Park, 
the public library, Art Museum, 
Kiel Auditorium; are subject to 
the city’s traffic laws and to 
myriad regulations about which 
they have no Say. 

When “Mr. Jones” from Web- 
eter Groves is asked by a New 
Yorker to name the outstanding 
features of his city, he naturally 
answers, Forest Park, the Zoo, 
Municipal Opera, the Cardinals. It 
wouldn't occur to him to name 
the Webster Groves Library, or 
the local sandlot team or the lo- 
cal gazette. Yet, legally St. Louis 
is not his city. 

As Mr. Chadeayne said, “The 
citizens who live in the county 
have just as great a stake in see- 
ing this city healthy as those who 
live within its present boun- 
daries.” We rise and fall to- 
gether. If the merger were ac- 
complished, Jennings and Uni- 
versity City would not lose their 
individuality or their own names 
any more than Carondelet or 
Baden have lost theirs. 

Instead, they would gain a 
great deal in unity and in a more 
even distribution of tax money. 
Although the county would make 
immediate sacrifices, it would 
profit just as much from the city’s 
resulting growth and prosperity. 
If St. Louis hotels and theaters 
deteriorate, won't the people in 
Affton and Clayton suffer? 

The alternative, the Metropol- 
{tan District, which the Post-Dis- 
. patch is favoring, would not nec- 
essarily result in an increase in 
population or income to the city 
or the county. The merger, on 
the contrary, would mean a big- 
ger and richer city for all. 

Could it be that the Post-Dis- 
patch is simply settling for the 
less good, knowing the Metropol- 
itan District might be more ac- 
ceptable at the polls? 

If this‘is so, wouldn't it be more 
glorious not to take the defeatist 
attitude and instead, to attempt to 
achieve legally that unity which 
already exists in reality?

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Time for Traffic Safety 


This Missouri Legislature is apparently pre- 
pared to make distinct reforms in our traffic 
safety laws. Gov. Blair recommended a six- 
point program to help reduce accidents and 
fatalities, and more than a score of safety 
bills have been introduced. 

The first reform on the Governor’s pro- 
gram concerns the state driver’s license. This 
would logically be the first reform on any 
safety program, because the driver’s license 
is much more than a means of testing drivers 
before they are allowed on the highway. It 
is also a means of testing their conduct on 
the highway, and of getting them off the road 
if they prove dangerous. 

Senator Omar H. Avery of Troy has intro- 
duced a bill to establish a point system for 
the guidance of the state in suspending or 
revoking licenses. For example, any moving 
violation would put two demerits on a motor- 
ist’'s record; speeding would add four de- 
merits; leaving the scene of an accident in 
which someone was injured, or drunken driv- 
ing or other serious violations, would add 12 
demerits. And a license would be revoked 
if 12 points were accumulated within 12 
months. 

Fifteen other states and the District of Co- 
lumbia already use the point system. They 
report that it provides a fairer and more sci- 
entific appraisal of a driver’s record than 
previous, more haphazard methods. And such 
a licensing law deters unsafe driving. It 
should be adopted by Missouri. 


A second group of bills deals with drunken 
driving. A New York State safety study 
showed that drinking drivers were respon- 
sible for 37 per cent of all traffic fatalities in 
1956. Nobody approves of drunken driving, 
yet in Missouri it is often difficult to get con- 
victions. Did the defendant only have “a 
couple of beers,” as he insisted, or was he 
dangerously intoxicated? 

One Avery bill, prompted by the Governor, 
would permit use of chemical tests of a motor- 
ist’s blood or breath and states that if there 
is 0.15 per cent or more alcohol by weight in 
the blood, the defendant is presumed to be 
uncer the influence of an intoxicant. The 
evidence in this case is scientific; it is also 
presumptive, which means that it may be re- 
butted and is not conclusive. 

Most important, use of the chemical tests 
would be voluntary. A motorist would have 
to acquiesce in the test before police could 
use it. More than two dozen states have such 
voluntary test laws, based on the Uniform 
Vehicle Code. Their experience has been 
that few drivers refuse the tests, and the 
results add a definite scientific standard for 
judging drunken driving. 

Another bill would make this same offense 
a graded misdemeanor instead of a felony. 
Felony convictions are difficult to obtain in 
traffic cases. The new bill provides for in- 
creasing penalties for the first two offenses, 
making the third offense a felony. 

+ . . 


Finally, there is a bill dealing with juvenile 
motorists. This measure would take 16-year- 
olds out of the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
courts and place them, along with adults, in 
the magistrates’ courts. Such a law would 
be discriminatory, since it would deal with 
motorists as a special class, and more impor- 
tant, it would set a dangerous precedent in 
treatment of juveniles. 


Instead of trying to make juveniles into 
adults for driving purposes, it would make a 
little more sense to raise the driving age to 
18 years, as Gov. Blair suggested. But the 
notion that 16 and 17 year olds are particu- 
larly dangerous drivers is not borne out by 
fact; the 18-to-25 group has a worse accident 
record, and nobody proposes removing their 
driving privileges. 

The Legislature can avoid final action on 
some of the less essential traffic safety legis- 
lation such as this. But the bills involving a 
point-system driver’s license and drunken 
driving ought to have highest priority. 


Persecution in Tennessee 


The silly season has broken out in Tennes- 
see, where the Legislature has voted an inves- 
tigation of the Highlander Folk School on 
grounds that it is “subversive,” since it both 
advocates and practices racial integration. 
Highlander, a non-profit school of adult edu- 
cation, modeled on the Scandinavian folk 
schools, has served churches, labor unions, 
and other groups, and served them well; since 
the day it opened it has been subversive of 
the un-American doctrine of race segregation. 
So quietly constructive have its efforts been 
that in recent years mountain Tennésseans 
around Monteagle, who first were hostile, have 
come to accept it and even, in their own way, 
to approve. 

Recently, segregationists have discovered in 
Highlander an opportunity to combine Fau- 
busism with old-time McCarthyism and train a 
double-barreled attack on it with their propa- 
ganda posses. Promoting this effort is Karl 
Kershaw of Nashville, described as “a rich 
man’s John Kasper with a Cadillac.” 

The Chattanooga Times and the Nashville 
Tennessean both call the attack on Highlander 
“a witch hunt,” which it is. But it is more. 
It is an ugly and uninformed bit of persecu- 
tion, pretending to be a defense of democratic 
ideals, and in actuality aimed at destroying a 
humble but useful institution which has had 
the temerity to practice those ideals. 


Swiss Ladies Turned Down 

Switzerland remains the only country in 
Europe which denies women the right to vote. 
The men of the tri-lingual republic made 
sure of that when they defeated a consti- 
tutional amendment which would have al- 
lowed women to vote in national elections and 
to hold national offices. 

The vote went most heavily against the 
women in William Tell’s own canton of 
Schwyz, 11,960 to 1968. There the men evi- 
dently agreed with an anti-feminist poster 
which asked: “If a woman is happy, what 
does politics mean to her? If she is unhappy, 
will politics make any difference?” Of course, 
the wise men of Philadelphia who drew up 
the United States Constitution also saw no 
essential connection between women’s suf- 
frage and the pursuit of happiness; but they 
lived in the eighteenth century. 

Still, it was not an altogether black Sunday 
for the Swiss ladies. After 25 rejections of 
women’s suffrage on the cantonal level, they 
won in the canton of Vaud, 32,947 to 31,252. 
That was close, but henceforth they may par- 
ticipate in the politics of the canton and its 
principal city, Lausanne.

YES to County School Mergers 


Judging by educational standards recom- 
mended by Dr. James B. Conant, president 
emeritus of Harvard University, each of the 
school district consolidations to be voted on 
Tuesday in St. Louis county deserves to be 
approved. 

Dr. Conant recently completed an 18-month 
survey of public high schools. He is convinced 
that a high school with a graduating class of 
fewer than 100 pupils cannot provide a com- 
prehensive curriculum. Nor can it employ 
the time and efforts of administrators and 
teachers as economically and efficiently as 
could be. In other words, it is an expensive 
luxury providing a less than first-rate educa- 
tion. 

The Hancock Place district, which would be 
merged with Jefferson Barracks, had 102 
pupils in twelfth grade last September; J.B. 
does not even have a high school. 

Parkway Consolidated, with 90 seniors as of 
last September, ought to be consolidated with 
Valley Park, which had only 27. 

Pattonville, with 110 twelfth-graders; Mary- 
land Heights with 30 and Scudder, which does 
not have a high school, also ought to merge. 

Jennings with 114 seniors and West Walnut 
Manor with 89 also would be far better off 
financially and educationally if they would 
join forces. 

In each of these cases a vote to consolidate 
would create a stronger district and improved 
educational opportunities for the children. If 
the more affluent districts refuse to take in 
their less-well-off neighbors, chances are a 
future consolidation that would submerge 
them in a much larger district will be the 
alternative. Do they prefer that? 


To Incur Poverty 


Tipping is widely regarded as a form of 
generosity. As more and more wage-earners 
who depend largely upon tips come up for 
social security, however, they are beginning 
to wonder whether the tipping system is not 
a grievous disadvantage to them. 

The Internal Revenue Service has ruled 
that tips may be counted as wages for social 
Security purposes only if the employer re- 
quires from the employe an accounting of 
the actual or estimated amount. Most tips are 
taken without any such accounting, and the 
recipients may then receive social security 
payments only on the basis of their actual 
wages. 

Bartenders and taxi drivers are estimated 
to earn about half their living from tips, serv- 
ice captains and doormen about two thirds, 
waiters up to four fifths. All told, some 
2,000,000 Americans are believed to depend 
on tips for much of their livelihood. 

As old-age benefits are extended to provide 
more and better coverage, the problem of tip- 
ping, and its effect on the security of so many 
workers, is bound to,come up again and again 
with increasingly urgent demands for a better 
answer. 


Fairness for Migratory Workers 


The continuing story of the sorry plight of 
migratory workers, especially those Mexicans 
who “follow the crops” in the United States, 
is being told again before the National Ad- 
visory Committee 6n Farm Labor in Wash- 
ington. But Labor Secretary Mitchell now has 
made some practical suggestions for the relief 
of these people, suggestions which might even 
put a full stop to their exploitation. Said Mr. 
Mitchell: 


It is my conviction that the migrant farm 
worker will never take his place as a fully 
useful citizen, and will never be able to suc- 
cessfully resist exploitation until: 

Federal legislation guarantees him a de- 
cent minimum wage upon which he can build 
a decent and independent life; he has fairly 
continuous employment; he receives the 
equal protection of all federal and state laws, 
such as enforced housing codes, enforced 
safety codes, accessible health service, and 
protection for his person in the form of com- 
pensation for injury. 


Some of these conditions are contained in 
an agreement between Mexico and the United 
States covering workers who come from be- 
low the border. Yet the few individuals, 
mostly churchmen, who have taken an active 
interest in migratory workers, Mexican and 
American, report that the rules are broken as 
often as not. So adequate legislation with 
adequate provisions for its enforcement is 
essential. Like other workers, these people 
should have a floor under their wages. 

There is much about migratory farm work 
that is undesirable. Some even hold that it 
is uneconomic, that it would be better to have 
crops handled by permanently settled work- 
ers. Whatever that might mean for the opera- 
tors of the big factory-farms, especially those 
in California, it certainly would be a great 
social gain for the workers. It would mean, 
above all, better schooling for their children. 
Meanwhile Secretary Mitchell’s program is a 
humane minimum. He plans to submit it to 
It should be adopted. 


Land Reform in Cuba 


Although Fidel Castro was sometimes de- 
scribed as a “leftist” in the American press, 
land reforms were about as far to the left as 
he proposed to go. That is not very far to 
the left, since land reforms have been direct- 
ed by moderate democratic governments from 
Italy to the Philippines. Now Castro is put- 
ting his plans in readiness. 


To begin, the new Cuban government 
hopes to grant 67-acre plots to some 22,500 
families in eastern Cuba. Much of this land 
will come from public tracts and some from 
unused yrs holdings which the govern- 
ment will pay for in time. Castro hopes to 
build schools, homes and roads to accompany 
the development of small farms. He also 
wants to restore some of Cuba’s badly de- 
pleted forests. Eventually some 200,000 farm- 
ers may get land. 


Such small land-holdings do not always 
improve farm production, and Cuba does not 
need greatly improved farm production in 
any case, The real purpose of the Castro 
program is to satisfy “the cardinal longing 
of our people” for land. Land hunger is an 
old cause, men have fought for it before, and 
many of Castro’s men fought for it. Out of 
the reforms many rural Cubans should be 
enabled to lead a more prosperous and inde- 
pendent life.

How can we continue to have the 
benefit of at least five competing 
Passenger car companies? [| think 
there are only five possibilities: 


1. Through the ability of each of 
the remaining companies to escape 
economic failure. In light of earlier 
competitive history, this would ap- 
pear to be a mathematical impos- 
sibility. 

2. The restraint of competitive ef- 
fort to permit the survival of weak- 

er competitors.

4. Some form of government reg- 
ulation. This approach would involve 
arbitrary government action to pre- 
serve marginal or sub-standard pro- 
ducers or lead to industrial concen- 
tration and monopoly. It, too, is 
“statism.” 


5. Provision for economic birth as 
well as economic death. This ap- 
proach I would like to develop by 
— example and recommenda- 
tion. 

Some people argue that we don’t 
need to be concerned about plenty 
of competition in the automobile in- 
dustry and other major industries. 
I do not agree. To the contrary, I 
believe the competitive principle has 
operated in the automobile industry 
and other industries to the point 
where excess concentration exists. 

Not only has General Motors dom- 
inated the industry for the past 
twenty years, but in the absence of 
an adequate and effective anti-trust 
policy, its competitors have existed 
because of the pursuance by Gen- 


eral Motors of policies that per- 
mitted them to exist. 

General Motors has the power to 
@liminate some other companies from 
the automobile industry. Evidence 
of this ability is contained in its 
profit level. If General Motors 
should decide to operate at a satis- 
factory average of loss and profit 
for all industry, of say 6 per cent, 
there would be fewer companies left 
in the automobile industry in a short 
time. 

Now, because of their tremendous 
contribution, General Motors is en- 
titled to much more than an average 
profit, just as Floyd Patterson is en- 
titled to more than the average 
purse of the average heavyweight. 
To provide incentive and competi- 
tion, the champion in _ industry 
should expect and receive a cham- 
pion’s reward, 

The key question raised by the 
UAW collective bargaining strategy 
is, ‘Are General Motors profits too 
high?” This question must be an- 
swered to the satisfaction of the 
American public, Finding the right 
solution to our national labor pol- 
icy, our national anti-trust policy, 
and indeed, to the current concern 
over the wage-price spiral depends 
on arriving at the right, true an- 
swer. 

I think the question of whether a 
particular company is making too 
much money depends on whether 
that company lacks adequate com- 
petition. 

In each of our major basic indus- 
tries, we need the certainty of an 
adequate number of competent com- 
petitors to insure the public that 
whatever profits are being earned, are 
being earned as a result of adequate 
stiff competition. We should fix 
the tolerance on the side of too 
much rather than too little compe- 
tition. 

Preservation of the competitive 
principle in America is dependent 
upon its complete development by 
provision for economic birth as well 
as economic death in our major 
basic industries. Before the Ke- 
fauver Committee I made these spe- 
cific recommendations pertaining to 
degree of market domination in such 
industries:

This proposal would reward, not 
penalize General Motors for being 
successful.

PARIS, Feb. 9. 

IF THE WORLD fails to 
know and understand France’s 
new president it is certainly 
not from lack of publicity. 

It’s a different story with 
France’s new first lady. 

Mme. Yvonne Vendroux de 
Gaulle shies from publicity to- 
day just as she has in the 38 
years of her life with the gen- 
eral. Quiet, unassuming, with- 
out a vestige of those traits so 
often associated with the typi- 
cal Frenchwoman—love of gla- 
mour, dress and admiration— 
she likes to stay in the shadow 
of her majestic husband. 


Girlhood friends like to 
tell the story of the young 
Yvonne who had _ two 
dreams: To possess two cot- 
ton dresses, one to wear 
while the other was at the 
laundry; to marry anybody 
but a soldier. 


Born of comparatively weal- 
thy parents—she comes of a 
family of rich biscuit manufac- 
turers of Calais in the extreme 
north of France—Yvonne al- 
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GEN. DE GAULLE 


ways had plenty of dresses 
whether she wanted them or 
not. 

As for marrying a soldier 
and having to move from one 
garrison to another, fate des- 
tined her to move more often 
than any other French woman 
of her rank. 

When she was 21 a friend 
of her mother’s introduced her 
to a brilliant young officer 
named Capt. Charles de 
Gaulle. It was love at first 
sight. Three months later they 
were married. And since then 
Yvonne has lived the life of 
her husband, following his po- 
litical ascension as modestly 
and courageously as she fol- 
lowed his difficult steps dur- 
ing wartime.

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 

1. South bids two hearts. Al- 
though he has fine trump sup- 
port, 
enough for a double raise. If 
North cannot rebid over 
South's free raise, there 
probably be no game.

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Daredevil Balloon Flight From St. Louis 


The Atlantic Missed Its Destination a Century Ago but Set Record That Stood 50 Years

Thus 
ended another fruitless  at- 
tempt to cross the ocean in 
a balloon, a feat adventurers 
have been dreaming about for 
two centuries. 

Many have dreamed of be- 
ing the first to make it; few 
have dared try it. 

One such daredevil was a 
scholarly resident of Lancaster, 
Pa., named John Wise. Wise 
was convinced he could float 
through the air to the Old 
World, and he sold his confi- 
dence to a wealthy promoter, 
OQ. A. Gager of Bennington, 
Vt. As a sort of preliminary, 
Gager agreed to finance a bal- 
loon trip from St. Louis to 
the east coast. 

And that was how a balloon 
named. the Atlantic happened 
to rise here from what was 
called Washington Square, at 
Clark avenue and Twelfth 
street, at a little after 6 p.m. 
on July 1, 1859. Aboard for 
what became known later as 
“the great balloon experiment” 
were Wise, Gager, John La- 
Mountain of Troy, N.H., and 
William Hyde. 

LaMountain was an experi- 
enced aeronaut of the day 
(aeronauts being men _ who 
made balloon ascensions) and 
Hyde was a reporter for the 
Daily Missouri Republican, St. 
Louis newspaper which he 
later edited. Hyde. wrote a 
spirited account of the voyage, 
which set a distance record 
that stood for 50 years. 

In just under 20 hours, the 
intrepid crew breezed to a 
place called Henderson, N.Y., 
and covered between 900 and 
1100 miles, all told. 


At the voyage’s end, a 
storm almost dumped the 
foursome into choppy Lake 
Ontario, and the passengers 
were astounded to find them- 
selves not only alive but 
virtually unmarked. They 
were hailed as heroes of the 
day. a mantle they accepted 
with dignity and good grace, 
Hyde wrote. 


Those were the days when St 
Louis was a hub of ballooning 
activity. A huge crowd - gath- 
ered at Washington Square to 
watch the ascension. The Mis- 
souri Republican reported: 

“It was proposed to defray 
the expenses of the gas for 
inflation by the sale of tickets 
at the gate, but the inside pay- 
ing spectators were scafcely a 
unit when compared to the 
hundreds without.” 

But there were enough pay- 
ing customers to get in the way 
of the balloonists, Hyde wrote. 
“The good people, anxious to 
‘perform any kind office, except 
to step a little to one side, 
delayed the ascension some- 
what,” he said. 

Finally the Atlantic rose with 
its crew and cargo consisting 
of: 900 pounds of sand; quan- 
tities of cold chicken, tongue, 
potted meat, sandwiches; a 
bountiful supply of refresh- 
ments such as champagne, 
sherry, sparkling catawba, 
claret, madeira, brandy and 
porter; plenty of heavy cloth- 
ing; a pail of iced lemonade

and chart; bundles of St. Louis 
hewspapers; cards of candi-

Wise, as head of the crew, 
rode in a wicker car dangling 
below the balloon. The other 
three men settled themselves 
in a boat that hung from the 
car. 

Drifting off toward the east, 
Hyde observed.,.‘‘The city of St. 
Louis was an Imposing and 
magnificent spectacle, filled up 
with the most substantial evi- 
dences of commercial power 
and wealth. . . I had not 
formed any adequate concep- 
tion of her real greatness.” 

With St. Louis gone from 
sight, Hyde relaxed to the 
beauties of the upper reaches. 
“Twilight was on the earth, 
and gave to the color of the 
soil the appearance of frozen 
lakes,’ he wrote, and later ‘“‘we 
were favored with a view of 
the sunset, such as no painter 
could depict nor any enthusi- 
ast describe.” 

As the crew donned over- 
coats and gloves to cope with 
the colder weather, the first 
incident occurred. Wise “was 
paving his devoirs to the drow- 
sy god of sleep,”’ as Hyde put 
it, and lying immediately un- 
der the mouth of the balloon. 
Gager called to him _ several 
times, receiving no answer. 
Alarmed, Gager climbed into 
the car and discovered that the 
expansion of gas had driven 
hydrogen directly into Wise’s 
face and knocked him out. 

“As soon as 
been removed by Mr. Gager 
from its proximity to Wise’s 
olfactories, and a few hearty 
shakes given him, the coma- 
tose man revived, rubbed his 
eyes, muttered a few incoher- 
ent svilables and inquired what 
was the matter.” Hyde report- 
ed. “The proficient balloon- 
ist. who boasts of his 239 as- 
censions, took good care there- 
after to keep the lower end of 
the gas bag out of the way of 
his smeller. 

As the balloon, caught in the 
wind currents, swept eastward, 
the passengers cracked open 
their liquid refreshment and 
began to sing. 

“Wise struck up the stirring 
national anthem, ‘Hail Colum- 
bia,’ in which we all joined and 
carried through with a great 
deal of vigor and very little 
tune,” Hyde wrote. 

As the hour grew late, one 
and then another of the crew- 
men became quiet and snatched 
a few moments of sleep. Hyde 
cogitated and decided to re- 
main awake so as not to miss 
a moment of what might be an 
historic voyage. 

From time to time. one of the 
four would shout at dogs on 
the ground. From the re- 
sponse, they would ascertain 
whether they were over a Sset- 
tlement or a lonely cabin in 
the woods

Facts About Meteors ~ 


By Ramon Coffman 


METEORS lose speed when 
they enter the atmosphere 
around the earth. They come 
from outer space, then strike 
the cushion of air which sur- 
rounds us. 

The depth of the earth's at- 
mosphere amounts to a few 
hundred miles. The air is ex- 
tremely thin, but the fast-mov- 
ing meteors burn as they go 
through it at height of 300 
miles. 

Meteors slow down some- 
what. but they continue to burn 
at lower levels where the air 
is thicker. 


Q. What is the speed of me- 
teors at the time they reach 
the air around the earth? 


A. Astronomers have found 
that the speed ranges from a 
few miles a second to 40 or 50 
miles a second when the atmos- 
phere starts t slow their mo- 
tion, 


Q. Why is there such a differ- 
ence in the speed of meteors? 


A. The earth swings around 
the sun at an average speed of 
18 and a half miles a second. 
Some meteors catch up with 
the earth and go through the 
air at only a few miles a sec- 
ond.
